Agricultural Matters* 

Whilo commercB, ^-roperiy, and every 
other ioterest is at its lowest ebb, ibero it- 
aome consolatioo to be derived io ibe re- 
flaotion that the one iDtereat apoD which the 
permtkOjant prosptiity of the country vavui 
obiefly rest has been gradually odi! 
•toadlly advanoine. In tlio bu8y and pros- 
peroua times of 1861 2 people were too much 
intent opon making money, either in tin 
towns or at the niines, Io think of becomiiii; 
reolatea, with the prospect of bard work and 
no pay for a term o( years, and the conse- 
qoence was that soaroely a farm vrortby ol 
(be .name existed north of Saanioh. Tbe ini- 
migratiao of 1852, however, brought to oui 
abores hardy sons of ibo soil trom England 
and Canada, who, finding their olianccs ol 
sacoeas in digging for gold next to hopaless, 
resolved to brave all the hardships of an 
isolated life and betook themselves to the 
Dorthern prairie laods of Cowichan and 
Oomox that lay so iDViiingiy open to tbe 
settler. The weilcio aooa rang with the axe 
of tbe woodman engaged in clearing, fencing 
and conetruciing bis rude log hut. Bit b) 
bit tbe virgin soil was upturned, and nature 
was made lo yield to man's behests. B) 
degrees the plough was brought into requisi- 
tion, and tbo patch of vegetation was euper- 
seded by notes ot fiDO crops. Bams were 
built and stocli, pigs and poultry soon col- 
lected around them. Tbe married men eoni 
for their families, and in the face of all tbe dih 
ficullies against which they bad to contend — 
tbe want of regular and proper lond ot woicr 
communicatioo, a declining market lor tbeii 
produce, and tbo competition of older farmers 
on the American side, the settlers as a body 
are to-day more happy and cooteoted thuu 
any other class ot persons on the Island. 
There are sUll ia oar midst mea who pcr- 
eistently decry the agricaltaral resonrccs ol 
the conotry, and maintain that tbey bold oui 
no. indacemenla whatever for profitable 
employment to tbo husbandman. A visit 
to the nortbern Beiiletnonta will speedily 
dispel suob a mischievous delusion. Nm 
only have our agricultural shows (and 
it is maob to bo deplored that tbe 
CommittM bava made no «fiort to bold 
tbe aootial exhibition this year) clearly 
prOTed that the soil of the Island ia capable 
of prodttofng wonderful grain and root crops 
but at Cowichan and Coraox— the latter pai- 
ticolarly — there ore miles ol riob open glade 
untenanted, and awaiitng pre-emption. These 
settlements have been twice visited by the 
highest authority in tbe land, who was most 
forcibly impressed with the advantages and 
prosperity ct tbe districts, and declared that 
tbe Cowicbao Valley alone was capable ol 
snstaioing tbe wants of a popolation several 
times larger than Victoria coQtain«;d. Other 
civil and naval uuthoritics bavo also recently 
Tisitad the settlements, and been most 
agreeably snrpriaad at the progress made 
Tbe forms of the settlers were visited. 
Signs of industry manifested themselves on 
all sides. MagoiGcent crops bad been raistuL 
some wheat actually said to yield 12U 
basbels to the acre — a thing nnpiecedenttd 
in tbe old ooaoity, where 60 bushels is the 
maximum— and all was bumble contentment 
One settler who was questioned by Chief 
Justice Needbam v;ben 11. M. S. t coul re- 
cei.tly visited Comox, said he had c(.in>- 
meneed with torty dollars, boirowed from a 
friend in Viotorin, that he had sent for and 
maintuioed ble family, paid his way cvir 
since, bad raised pigs and poultry in 
galoie, cultivated his land, grown fine 
crops, and did not o"«e a dollar any- 
where. Here ia a rustic Ckd'us ? How 
many of those disbelievers in the country'^ 
agriculiurul ronourcua, who prufiirrnl lias- 
tening to be rich " in Vicloria or in Iho pre- 
carious gold mines of British Culunibin wilh 
a view to making their " pile " and thi n 
bolting away, caD place their bands upon 
(beir Hearts and say tbey have prospered 
equally as well| and do not owo a 
dollar. It IS tbe old story of the hare 
and the tortoise. Steady, honest indnstry in 
a legitimate chanuel will more surely lead to 
Bueceas than all the dangniuUH speculutivu 
ventures that allure men in nmv countries 
The one ia oil the tiiiio building up something 
permanent, and in cueo of reverses has the 
Iruils of his labor to fall back upon ; Ibe other 
may be rich to-day and a beggar to-morrow, 
losing (be substance by grasping at the 
shadow. In case of union being consum- 
mated a fresh impe>us will be given to tbe 
farming interests of both colonies, and well it 
is earned. 



Bio Bkno Misks. — From a miner who 
arrived Lere oo Saturday last from the^^e 
mineB, we learn that Iheie were about four 
hundred men on Frcnoh and MoCulluugh'a 
greeks. On Fiencb creek, a number of claims 
were yielding more than wages.

Vienna, Sept. 16.— Baron Weitbethas ar- 
rived from Berlin, and resumed biB duty o^ 
Prussian Ambassador at the Court of Vienna 

Berlin, Sept. IG. — It is concluded that 
Prussia will not allow the King of Saxony 
to taka part in the formalion of the North 
Geriran Confederation, 

New York, Sept. 17 — The following is a 
clause in tbe text of the treaty of pence bof 
iween Prussia and Austria, signed at Prague, 
on the 23d of August, the violation of .which 
has teni^ted Prussia to cease her dishand- 
ments and draw the sword again: "The 
Emperor of Austria consents to tbo Union of 
ihe Lombardo-Venatian Kingdom with tbe 
Kingdom of Italy, and the Emperor makes no 
other condition thereto, than that the debts 
altachod to the ceded territory shall ba ron 
cognized in oonforirity with tbo treaty." 

Tbe following is Napoleon's letter to tbe 
King of Italy, In reference to the cession of 
Venetia: "My brother:— I have learned 
with pleasure that yoor Majesty has adhered 
to the armistice and preliminaries of peace 
-signed by Prussia and Austria. It is there- 
fore probable that a new era of tranquility is 
.iLiout to open for Europe. Your Majesty 
knows thai 1 accepted the oHer of Venotia in 
order to save her from any devastation, and 
lo prevent oseless bloodshed. My inicniion 
has always been to lestore her to herself, in 
order that Italy may be tree from the Alps to 
tbe Adriatic. Venetia will soon be able lo 
expresB her wishes by universal suflrngp. 
Your iSlujesty will iccognizo that in tbcee 
circumstances, i the action of Franco has 
ugaio been expressed io favor of humanity 
and the iudependeooe of tbe people. I re- 
new the BSsaraDce of the sentiment of high 
esteem and sincere friendship, with which I 
am your Majesty's good brother, 

St, Oloud, Aug. 11. Napoleon, 
London, Sept. 14 — Various diplomatie 
changes arc considered imminent in Paris, 
Tbe dismissal of Drouyn do L'Hays was tbe 
subject of much comment, and it was believK 
ed it would conduce to tbe preservation of 
peace.

Cape of Good Ilope. 

At tbo Cape, the principal political event 
of the month bad been Ihe election of the 
new members of the Legislative Council, in 
uccordunc.s wilh the provisions of the Annex- 
aiion iinii Koprtsciituiion Act of last session. 
.\lc.'S=rs J. H. Chase, D. H. Kennelly and R, 
J. Painter woro relumed lor the eastern 
province, and Mesars Hare and Barry, and 
Dr Aberorombie for tbo western. There was 
a strong feeling evinced in tbe Colony by 
ibese elections lor responsible governineni. 

Tbe KaflrariaOB still regarded tbeir annex- 
ition with great disfavour, but ware gradually 
ailjiistiog themselves to tbe new order of 
Ucivornment. 

Her .Maje.ity's ship Valorous returned to 
iho Cape on May 18ih, from taking formal 
po.«ee.ssion lor iho Imperial Goveruraent ol 
the unclaimed Guano Islands at the nortbern 
extremity of the colony. Penguin barbour, 
the Mercury islands and Icbaboe are now io 
the absolute possession of tbe British Gov- 
ernment. 

The peace between the Orange Free State 
and tho Basulds was hcing f.iithlnily adhered 
in on both sides ; but the liasutos were dis- 
-ialinfiL-d on Ihu ground that too much of their 
territory had been coded, and that they bad 
not suflicient left lo live on. 

The Norseman had arrived out June 11 Ih, 
Captain Kidsdale, of the Natal, was drowned, 
having fallen overboard us bis vessel was

The 
rumoured gold discoveries io ttie 'Transvaal 
had proved to he without foundation. 

Some of the Churchmen of Natal bad re- 
quested the Bishop of Cape Town to resign, 
or withdraw any claim lor control over thai 
iliocese, wiiclhor us nielrnpolitnn or through 
liis Vicai-Cieneral. His Lordf'hip had given 
an able reply, consenting to submit the quea- 
tinn to tlio decision of a provincial council, 
consistinK of constituted reprcsontotivua of the 
Church of aoulb Africa, provided that Dr. 
Colenso would do tbe same with bis olaims. 

Bishop Gray has also been served wilh a 
citation to appear io tho Supremo Court ol 
Xatal on tbo 2nd ol July, and shon cause 
uhy the cathedra), vested in bitn In 1850, 
Mioiild not bo transf'orrod to i)r Uolonso as his 
ln^'itimato Bucceseor in tho Uishcpric of 
Xiilai, This suit is considerod floinowhat 
awkward, becauae, if Bishop Uray miikea bia 
appiaruneo, it will bo an admission, pro 
luntu, thut Dr Colenso is what the citation 
represonta him to ho— tho legal holder of the 
biehoprio.

Inquesti 

An Inquest was held yesterday before A. 
F. Pcmberton, E?(,., on tho death of John 
Chapman, who came to bia death by tuk« 
ing atrychnino on Tuesday afternoon. 

A jury liaving been ompooelled with Mr 
C. A. Uayley ua foreman, proceeded to view 
the body, and on tbeir roturo tbe enquiry 
WAS proceeded with. 

Dr Davie added Dotbiog to wbat has been 
already pnbiiBbed, beyond tba fact that he 
was unable to apply tbe ilomaoh pamp ow- 



ing to tbo violence ot tho spasm, .and , that 
had it been practicable, tbe pbisoov kad 
already taken so grcut an effect as to render 
it very qaestionable whether it wonid have 
been of any avail ; that deceased, who was 
at tbe time quite ronsonoblo and sober, ap- 
peared to bo suffering from tbo effects of 
drink, partially from delirium trcmeiis, and 
that bo must have been in a state of tempo- 
rary insanity when ho took tho poison, 
although bo afterwards recovered and made 
evury cDort to save himeolf by taking tbo 
remedies administered. The Dootot con>> 
eluded by saying that be was of opinion Ibai 
poisons should not be sold in Iho way they 
are sold in this Colony. 

Mr George Morison stated lliat tbo de- 
ceased came to Mr Norris' drug store, where 
he (witness) was serving, and purchased 20 
gra strychnia, soying it was to poison a dog 
with. Witness wrapped it up in two papers 
and wrote "poiaou" on tho outer ono, telling 
deceased to bo carfful with it. Had passed 
no examination and hold no (iiplomu; wos 
only engaged to attend to ilr Norria' busi 
ness and sold patent medicines and oils. Dr 
Davie dispensed the medicines. Had been 
two or three years with Mr Scarby, but did 
not consider himaelf qaalified to dispcoRC 
medicines. The deceased did not appear to 
bo in liquor when bo applied for tho poison, 
Geor,,e Balls, landlord of the White Horse 
Hotel, depoaed that deceased was tho worae 
for liquor iti tho morning, and witness told 
him not to come into the bar room. De- 
ceased then laid down and slept six bouts 
In the afternoon, abrat half past four, do- 
coased camo from town and locked himself in 
the collage. Witnesa got throueh tbe win- 
dow, and found deceased in bed quite sober; 
ho said ho had taken strychnine. Witness 
looked at tbe paper, and as it wos not marked 
"poison," tbODght tbe man was joking and 
had taken a soidlilz powder, which be was in 
the habit ol takiog; asked hini if ho really 
had taken poison and deceased said ho had 
purchiisBd '2 bita worth of strichriino from 
Mr Norrifl to poison a dog with and had 
swallowed it, Jlr Davie was sent for a quar- 
ter of an hour after the poison had been 
taken and airived about three quartera of an 
hour after. Had the paper been labelled, 
witness bad no doubt that the life of the 
deceased might have been saved, as be should 
have noticed it. No other paper could be 
found in the room. 

Tho .Jury, after consulting, found that de 
ooased caino to bis death from strychnine 
administered by hia own hand, while laboring 
under temporary inianity, 

Tho Foreman said tbe Jury felt it incum 
bent upon ihera to record their regret thai 
there was no law regulating tbo sale of pois- 
ons in this Colony, and tbey desired that 
attention might be drawn thereto. Further- 
more tbe Jury looked upon tbe praotioa of en- 
gaging unqiialiQod persons to dispbuse drags 
und chemicals as an oulroge upon society, 
the public having no eecurity whatever that 
that life might not at any time bo sacrificed. 

Mr Pemherlon said he lully concurred in 
tbo remarks of Ibe Jury, and should take 
care that tbey wero embodieu io bis report 
There were cases of negligence which were 
recognizable by tbe criminal law ; but this 
did not appear to be ooa that would justify 
pro.'<ccution, 

The foreman replied that they did not 
consider that the olunie rested upon the 
employed but upon tbe employer.

needed supply.
